6GHi! I'm Eel, a rather special snake-shaped fish, 

oe © the only one of my kind in British waters. Like 
salmon, | make two remarkable journeys across 
the Atlantic Ocean in my lifetime — once 
when I’m a youngster and once 
towards the end of my life. 
If you're an angler you might have 

Pian seen or even caught one of m 
pee family. There are quite a lot of as 
in rivers, ponds, lakes, ditches and 
estuaries all round the British Isles. 
However, we usually hide away 
during the day, so people don't see 
us swimming about very often.99 


If you look closely, you'll see that although 
my body is long, thin and twisty, like a 
snake’s, | have gills, fins, eyes and a 
mouth, just like a fish. My pectoral fins, 
behind the small gill slits, are rounded at 
the end. My other fins are joined together 
to make a long ridge all the way round my 
body, from the top of my back to halfway 
up my belly. I’ve been living in a river for 
several years so my back is dark brown 
and my belly is yellow. But later in my life 
| change colour. I’m 50cm long but the 
females can grow to 100cm. 


| spend the first part of my 
life out at sea. When | come 
into freshwater — early in the 
year in the west of Ireland 
but later in the summer in 
countries as far east as Italy 
~ 1am about 6.5cm long and 
transparent. People 
sometimes call us glass eels, 
at this stage, but our proper 
name is elvers. Even though 
we often travel together in a 
group, our journey can be 
very dangerous. Many of us 
are eaten by seabirds or 
caught by fishermen with 
special nets who take us to 
eel farms.

Eel mysteries 


66iIn the 1800s, naturalists didn’t 
know how or where eels produced 
their young because they had never 
found any of their eggs or newly 
hatched larvae. Then, at the end of 
the century, they discovered that 
certain larvae, floating about in the 
plankton of the Sargasso Sea (near 
Bermuda) were, in fact young eels. 
The scientists studied their 
movements and found out that the 
larvae make a 4800km journey from 
their birthplace to the shores of the 
British Isles. Some of the eel’s 
mysterious ways are now understood 
but others still can’t be explained.99 


When eels prepare for their long migration to 
the Sargasso Sea, they stop feeding. Some of. 
them have been caught in traps and taken to 
eel ponds. From studying these captive eels, 
scientists discovered that at this stage of their 
lives, they can survive for several years 
without food. How? Well, nearly a quarter of 
their whole body weight is made up of stored 
fat. This is what keeps them going during their 
long journey back across the Atlantic. 


LIFE AT SEA 

No-one is quite sure what makes an eel get 
ready to migrate back to the place where it was 
born. But when it has been in fresh or brackish 
water for between four and ten years, it starts to 
change. Its eyes become larger, its colour 
changes to silvery grey, its nose becomes 


more pointed and its gut shrinks. As it also 
stops feeding at this stage, why does the eel 
develop larger eyes now? Scientists do not 
know for certain but it could be that they help it 
to see in the deeper ocean waters so that it can 
navigate its way across the Atlantic.

OUTSIZE SPECIMENS 

Eels can grow to enormous sizes in our lakes 
and rivers. A record one was caught in East 
Anglia: it weighed 12kg and was over 150cm 
long. Another one lived in a pond in Paris for 
37 years and was fed on beef! 


A Nobody has actually found adult eels out at sea, on their 
way to the Sargasso, but since the eggs and young larvae 
have been found there, many of them obviously do lay their 
eggs in this part of the Atlantic. Experts believe it takes 
them between six and eighteen months to make the trip, 
though they are not sure of their exact route. 


Some eels live in lakes and lochs that are many 
miles from the nearest river. How do they get 
there? Even though eels do not have lungs, they 
can survive out of water for much longer than 
most other fish. They slither across the land on 
wet, cool nights, using ditches and streams 
whenever they can. They close their gill slits and 
get oxygen from the water which they store in 
the mouth and gill cavity. Their mucus coating 
helps to prevent them from drying out.

‘V When the larvae hatch, they are tiny, 
blade-shaped, transparent creatures. 
When these larvae were first discovered, 
experts thought they were a separate 
kind of fish. It was only when some were 
kept in a tank and changed into elvers 
that the scientists realized they were tiny 
eels. The larvae drift towards Europe, 
pushed along on the warm currents of 
the Gulf Stream, gradually growing 
bigger and changing until, about three 
years later, when they’re about 6.5cm, 
they reach the shores of the British Isles.

SAND FISH 


Make a plaster cast of a fish using a sand mould. 


You will need: 

old tray (like a roasting tin), sand, vegetable oil, 
old spoon, old jug, plaster of Paris (from a craft 
shop), water, nylon cord about 20cm long, poster 
paints, clear varnish, paint brush. 


1 Put a layer of sand 
(10-12cm deep) into a tray. 
Stir some oil in until it’s damp 
and you can mould it easily. 


2 Carve out a fish shape 
using an old spoon and 
your fingers. Use the edge 
of the spoon to give the 
mould some scales. Make 
sure you don’t go through 
to the bottom of the tray. 


3 ix some plaster of Paris 
and water in a jug until the 
consistency Is like double 
cream. Spoon the wet plaster 
into your mould, right up to 
the top. Pour spare plaster 
into a plastic bag. (Let it set 
before you throw it away.) 


@ |f you want to hang your fish up, tie a knot 
in each end of a length of nylon cord.

§ Leave the fish to dry for an hour. Carefully lift your 
fish out of the sand and pour some water over it to 
wash away extra sand, Some sand will stick to the 
surface, giving it a slightly knobbly surface.

Paint 
it with poster paints in 
tropical colours, or just a 
coat of clear varnish for 
a natural look.
